exeruise three or fuur times,

Alter this it I8 & good plan o stand erect
with the arms horizontal at the sides and vig-
urously clasp the hands from that position
over the bhead o fow times, When taking
such movewents in o erect tlon, always
keep the chin two or three (nches back of the
vertical .
